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Herewith the preliminary SCI interrogation of OSTRICH following 
hie return to Paris. TUrther interrogations of OSTRICH are being conducted and 
reports will he issued. 

OSTRICH was treated as a hero and twice decorated. Hi arranged to be 
parachuted to LA ROUILLEE outside Paris, with a group of colleagues end 
1000 kg of sabotage^jaatorial. Shortly before he was to leave on this 
operation, TOHJg, under torture, stated that OSTRICH had been arrested by 
the TJ.S. authorities and (by inference ) had been turned, round by the Allied 
Intelligence Sarvioes. OSTRICH was severely interrogated by MAYER and 
BESEKOT and says that he got away with it. The projected operation.' was 
however cancelled and OSTRICH said that after this episode he could ack 
no auestions, had to be veiy careful, and always carried an srapoule of poison 
about with him* -

BOMBS. OSTRICH said there was nothing much new in the bomb lino, though 
f further enquiries will be made ss to what was included in the 1000 kg of 
sabotage material he -had intended to bring to LA ROUILLLB. 5s saw a arm 11 
suitcase made of Nlpollt and at one time had a pair, of shoes, jthe soles of whlohi 
were made of Nipollt. Ha had seen the underwater ring-shaped magnetic bomb 
described by FlueckSnpfe r 5CH HS1BBR snd Tfolfgang ^HHU HR. Hs seemed ttegue 
about the Contents of hi e~ private cache at BADBTSeJEER, though it would Beam 
that there are Buttetraod Boohs fP3D 128) included/ but with a 25-mimite and not 
a 5-minute delay. 

H» also described a boob consisting of a cylindrical iron container 12” 
long and 9*, in diameter for committing sabotage in railroad tunnel*. This con- 
tained a eeieniwa (l.e* photo-electric) cell end a Bmunctein elcaent.
